“And just coming to terms with that 
personally was a huge thing for me in 
recovering.” 


Take Back the Night is coordinated by 
Break the Silence, now it's own 
department of Gender Violence and 
Support. The group is devoted to the 
prevention and awareness of gender 
violence on Lehigh's campus, striving for 
recognition of the danger and impact 
of gender violence, while emphasizing 
the positivity and power of such 
knowledge. 
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The student body came together to 
celebrate founder Asa Packer and 
leaders of the Lehigh community for the 
186th Founder's Day on October 17th 
in Packer Memorial Church. With a 
slideshow showing pictures of students 
accompanied by written statements 
about what they love about Lehigh, 
new administrators, distinguished 
faculty, the board of trustees and class 
officers processed down the center 
aisle to the front of the church. 


Interim President Kevin Clayton spoke 
about Asa Packer and his impact on 
Lehigh University and the nearby 
community by giving back and how, 
even today, his tradition is kept alive. 
“Asa Packer gave back by founding 
this great university. It is our collective 


mindset of giving back that keep Asa 
Packer's efforts alive,” said Clayton. 


Clayton's speech was preceded first 
by the recognition of all those honored, 
and then by student speaker 
Alexandra Stephanou, 15, who spoke 
about the opportunities she received 
while at Lehigh. “Asa's tradition of 
taking needs and turning them into 
opportunities is thriving more than 
ever,” said Stephanou.

Yankee Stadium 


Yankee Stadium is the iconic home 
stadium of the New York Yankees, 
located in the Bronx in New York City. 
Yankee Stadium's history stretches back 
i to 1923 [the year of the 57th Rivalry 
game] when the first stadium opened, 
dubbed “The House That Ruth Built.” The 
stadium in which the |5Oth 
Lehigh-Latayette Rivalry game was 
played was built to replace the original 
Yankee Stadium and opened in 2009 
(the year of the 145th Rivalry game} just 
a block away from the original stadium; 


BY) this stadium is known by some as “The 
MW) House That Jeter Built.” The stadium is an 
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apt choice for the Rivalry game due to 
the famous rivalry between the New 
York Yankees and the Boston Red Sox. 
The history of these two teams goes 
back to 190] when the franchises 
played their first game as the Baltimore 
Orioles and the Boston Americans. The 
rivalry is well known due to the infamous 
“Curse of the Bambino” after the Red 
Sox sold Babe Ruth to the Yankees in 
1919 and then failed to win a 
championship for 86 years. The 
Yankees/Red Sox rivalry is considered 


one of the greatest in all of sports, and 
the choice of Yankee Stadium for the 
most-played football rivalry in the nation 
and the longest uninterrupted annual 
rivalry series is more than appropriate. 
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Background 

Joe Sterrett is the Director of Athletics at 
Lehigh University and is the current Murray 
H. Goodman Dean of Athletics. Sterrett 
attended Lehigh as an undergraduate and 
graduated in 1976, serving as quarterback 
his senior year. Afterwards he was a coach 
for Lehigh Football while pursuing a Masters 
degree in Educational Administration. 








Who was involved in making Yankee 
Stadium the venue for the 150th Rivalry 
game? 

The actions which led to securing Yankee 
Stadium as the site for our ISOth football 
game was a collaborative effort involving 
myself and the Athletics Director at 
Lafayette, Bruce McCutcheon. 


What was the process for getting Yankee 
Stadium? How long was it in planning 
before it was announced? 

The process began four and a half years 













with 
Lehigh’s Joe Sterrett 


ago, following an announcement by the 
Yankees that they would be renewing their 
previous history of hosting football games 
with a game between Army and Notre 
Dame. Bruce and | discussed whether we 
might explore this venue as an option. We 
used alumni contacts to get to the right 
people at the Yankees and began a series 
of conversations. An agreement in principle 
was reached about two and a half years 
ago (though it was maintained in confidence, 
and the formal announcement of the site for 
our 50th game was made just before last 
year's game. 





What other venues were considered? Was 
Yankee Stadium the first choice? 

We explored a number of possible sites 
without having a "first choice” until we made 
that decision. Among these were other 
professional stadia, and a few college sites. 
The key issues were capacity (not too large, 
and yet at least twice as large as either 
campus venue to accommodate a larger 
than normal level of interest), location leasy 
to get to for most people), and cost 
considerations (we didnt want an option 
that would be perceived to be unatfordable 
for our students and alumni. 





How were tickets prioritized? 

The priorities we adopted for ticket 
allocation were: students (with tickets held in 
numbers that reflected our best ever student 
attendances on our ewn campus}; our season 
ticket holders; our most loyal donors to 
Athletics; consistent donors to the University; 
alumni generally; the general public.

“They're little freaks, staring you down, blocking 
your path, darting out at you, fighting with each 
other on the trees and down the sidewalks,” said 
Lehigh alumna Samantha Rivera, 10. She is not 
the only one to notice the squirrels bizarre 
conduct. 


| sat down by myself to discuss my growing 
concern about squirrel attacks. “| flinch whenever 
| hear leaves rustling,” | said. “| don't know if I'm 
just in the wrong place at the wrong time, or if 
the squirrels are throwing acorns at me.” 


The likelihood of being hit by tree nuts is at an 
all-time high this time of year. Is it a coincidence 
that squirrels have also been spotted amongst 
the trees? | think not. 


| have narrowly avoided death by acorn several 
times this semester, and I'm afraid | wont be 
able to dodge them much longer. Just last week, 
| was hit in the face by a falling acorn. It hurt. 
Heed my warning, and consider opening an 
umbrella while walking out of doors. 


These tree rodents are everywhere during the 
day, but we never see them at night. Doesnt 
that sound suspicious to you? Dravo Gryphon 
Callaghan Skillings, ‘15, was taunted by a 
nocturnal squirrel throughout his first year at

“My nemesis from last year...each night, the 
same squirrel situated itself on the branch level 
with my room and sang the song of its people 
for hours. It was a horrible, irritating noise,” 
Skillings said. “| got into a lot of shouting matches 
with that squirrel. It won each time.” 


Many students have reported squirrels leaping 
out of garbage cans, and some have even seen 
them leap back in. Jason Morejon, 13, shared his 
distressing story with me. 


“Once, while | was walking out of Lower UC, a 
squirrel fell right out of a tree and landed a few 
inches in front of me. He then tried to flee by 
head-butting my foot and then doing a lap 
around my leg before disappearing into a 
garbage can, never to be seen again. He's stil 
got my wallet.” 


What is to be done about these rampant 
squirrels? | think it's about time we confront their 
leader. The rare pink-tailed squirrel is rumored to 
be the head-honcho of the squirrel community. 
Very few have seen it, and even fewer know 
the reason behind the squirrel king's fuchsia fur. 
Others believe the pink-tailed squirrel may be 
the leader's decoy. We may never know for 
sure. 


Either way, the only safe way to proceed is to 
leave the squirrels alone, and hope they end 
their violent streak. If a squirrel approaches you, 
don't look it directly in the eye, and definitely 
don't chase it.

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RELAY FOR LIFE 


“Happy Birthday” rang out in Grace Hall on 
Friday, March 27th as hundreds of students 

sang to celebrate cancer survivors at Lehigh’s 
10th annual Relay For Life. 


Relay For Life (RFL) is the signature fundraising 
event of the American Cancer Society (ACS) 
and started in 1985 in Tacoma, Washington 
when Dr. Gordy Klatt ran around a track for 24 
hours and raised $27,000 for the ACS. Since 
then, Relays around the world have raised nearly 
$5 billion dollars to fight back against cancer. 


This year, Colleges Against Cancer (CAC) 
revamped Relay for its Oth anniversary at 
Lehigh (and 30th anniversary nationwide}. A 
team mentoring program was instituted and the 
Exec Board decided to shorten the event to 
twelve hours, from 3pm to 3am, in the hope that 
more students would stay for the duration of the 
event and be present at the closing ceremony. 
Their hopes paid off, as hundreds of students 
passed through the doors, with a final count of 
1090 registered participants! 


The 2015 Relay not only broke the record for 
most participants ever, but it also blew all of its 
other goals out of the water. Lehigh's Relay 
became an ACS CAN Club Event for the first 
time, recruiting 46 ACS CAN members. The 
goal of raising $60,000 for the ACS was also 
hit the morning of the 27th, before the event 
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even started! Less than 24 hours later at the 
2:30am closing ceremony another $10,000 had 
been raised to bring in more than $71,000. A 
few weeks later as more donations trickled in 


Lehigh had raised more than $75,000! 
Tamara Huson, 15, RFL Event Chair and CAC 


Co-President, commented on the successes of the 
2015 LU Relay season, “It was such an amazing 
year for us, and I'm so thankful to have worked 
with my Exec Board of ten other talented 
women, our two supportive faculty advisors 
David Joseph and Mary Kay Baker, and our 
ACS staff partners. We made not only a great 
team, but also great friends who worked 
together all year to put on a rockstar Relay For 
Life. | couldnt have asked for a better Relay 
experience and success story my senior year.” 





Lehigh’s Relay features three ceremonies, on-site 
team fundraisers and entertainment. Fundraisers 
included corn hole, baked goods, lap beads, 
face painting, and much more. Entertainment 
came in the form of Lehigh’s four a cappella 
groups, the dance team, swing dance lessons, 
zumba, Steel City Sunrise, and the sixth annual 
Mr. and Mrs. Lehigh Competition. 
Birthday-themed, this year's Relay also had lots 
of balloons, big boxes wrapped like presents 
and a cupcake decorating contest. 


As one of the largest campus-wide events, 
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students, faculty and staff, and family members 
all came together to provide hope to all those 
affected by cancer and to celebrate the more 
than 14.5 million birthdays of cancer survivors this 
year that ACS has largely helped make possible. 
Joanna Warren, 15, CAC Treasurer, explained 
why she thinks it is important that the whole 
Lehigh community get involved, “Everyone has a 
different story with cancer. No matter how 
different we are as individuals, cancer is a 
disease that knows no boundaries and affects us 
all, on one level or another.” 


Kate Hamilton, '15, CAC Co-President, shared 
why she Relays, “Cancer has affected so many 
of my loved ones that all you can do is have 
hope and fight back. My mother died of breast 
cancer almost 15 years ago and even though | 
remember and think about her everyday, Relay 
gives me the chance to show the world how 
much she meant to me and the terrors of this 
disease.” Furthermore, like many others who 
attended, she said “My favorite part of Relay is 
the Luminaria Ceremony. Seeing all of the bags 
lit up around our track and everyone coming 
together to remember that they are not alone. 
We are all one degree away from cancer, 
knowing someone who has fought, is still fighting 
or has lost. The support | feel during this 
ceremony is tremendous.”

Every spring, Lehigh hosts the local community's 
children and families for an activity-filled afternoon 
consisting of arts, crafts, games and food at no cost. 
On March 28th, the 14th annual Spring Fling event 
was held in Grace Hall with hundreds of children of 
all ages from the South Bethlehem community. The 
Community Service Office organizes the event 
each year. 


There is always a specific theme in which the 
activities and the booths are geared toward. As 
this year's theme was Cowboys and Sheriffs, or 
Rodeo, all of the crafts generally consisted of 
cowboy hats, badges and western culture. Some 
activities were very seasonal, such as how the 
Kappa Delta sorority ran an egg dying booth and 
Alpha Chi Omega created spin art. A variety of 
clubs, sororities and fraternities, academic and social, 
organized and ran the booths. Alpha Phi and Alpha 
Gamma Delta provided snacks for the children, 
including snow cones and popcorn.

First-year student Rebecca Hilderbrand commented 
on the event, “| volunteered for the Engineering 
Without Borders club, and our booth included a 
craft in which the children could construct sheriff 
badges. | think it is very important to promote 
activities that allow children to stay active and 
enjoy themselves, especially as the seasons change.” 
To conclude the afternoon, the Computer Science 
Office served pizza and drinks to the families. 
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Pink, blue, teal and yellow dotted the sky as the UC 
Front Lawn was transformed. On April 19th the Indian 
Student Association, Asian Cultural Society, Hindu 
Students Organization and India Club hosted Lehigh's 
second annual Holi, or “Festival of Colors.” Traditionally, 
Holi takes place in India in March to celebrate the 
start of Spring. It is customarily held for an entire day, 
including dancing, music, colored powders and colored 
water. Holi is also considered the Festival of Love, 
where the lovers apply the color on their beloved. 





Upon arrival the first 350 people to check in received 
a free white t-shirt and traditional Indian food, including 
samosas. Four hundred pounds of powder were 
distributed to the 600 people who attended the 
event. This year's advertisements such as chalking the 
campus, a table in the UC, a Facebook event and 
various flyers allowed the number of participants to 
double from last year.

Many students gathered outside in the sunshine to 
celebrate diversity during the 28th annual 
International Bazaar. Noted as one of the largest 
non-Greek events on Lehigh campus, the Bazaar 
provides an opportunity for international as well as 
domestic students to showcase their culture and 
heritage through food, dance performances, music, 
and arts and crafts from around the world. Not 
only does the Bazaar allow others from different 
backgrounds to learn from one another, but it also 
enables students to experience different cultures 
together. Organized by the International Students 
and Scholars Office, the Bazaar has continued to 
evolve on campus since its beginning in 1988. 
Highlights from the event included several tables of 
traditional foods prepared by Lehigh students from 
over thirty organizations, such as the Indian Students 
Association, Russian Club, African-Caribbean 
Culture Club, Asian Cultural Society, ete. In addition 
to the wide variety of food, the Bazaar featured 
performances from various groups, including the 
Latin Dance Team, Chinese Students and Scholars 
Association, Belly Dancing, etc. The program ended 
with an international fashion show that featured 
costumes from countries around the world, such as 
Haiti, Pakistan, Mexico, Thailand, etc. Overall, the 
Bazaar served as both a colorful and culinary event 
that successfully celebrated the festive cultures of 
students on campus.

Fortunately, the weather decided to let up 
from its seemingly never-ending onslaught 
of bitter iciness and cooperate by 
providing bright sun and a warm breeze, 
which perfectly complemented the cheerful 
vibes from the music.

This year, a new mobile dining option 
made its debut on Lehigh's campus. The 
1865 House of Pi is a pizza truck 
housed on Memorial Walkway two to 
three days each week from Ilam to 
3pm. The new restaurant on wheels 
gained attention from students almost 
immediately as it provides fresh baked 
10-inch pizzas in just four minutes! These 
pizzas are made in a wood-fired oven 
at 800 degrees and range from $7 to 
$13. The pizza truck sells a variety of 
pizzas including pepperoni, cheese, a 
local specialty pizza and a pizza that 
varies daily. 


"The pizza truck makes the campus 
smell great and it's very convenient. I've 
never had a pizza made that quickly,’

In addition to the great taste, the truck 
was created by Lehigh's own Executive 
Director of Student Auxiliary Services, 
David Joseph. 1865 House of Pi, which 
symbolizes the founding year of Lehigh 
University, also supports local small 
businesses, as all of its fresh ingredients 
are bought locally. 
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William’s Hall Construction 


Williams Hall, formerly home to 
the science departments that 
now reside in STEPS, is in the 
process of getting a 
makeover to transform into a 
building for the study of 
globalization. 


Since 2010 when the STEPS 
building opened, plans for the 
new Williams Hall have been 
in place to make it into a 
cultural hub. Construction 
began in December of 2013 
and it is planned to be 
finished in late spring of 2015. 


The three Arts and Sciences 
departments that will be 
housed in Williams Hall are 
Religion Studies, Modern 
Languages and Literature, and 
Sociology and Anthropology. 
In addition, there are several 
departments from the Office 
of Interdisciplinary Programs 
such as Africana Studies, 
Global Studies, and Woman, 
Gender, and Sexuality Studies 
that are planned to move 


from their current locations. 


As Jennifer Nelson, the 
Regional Director from the 
Oftice of Advancement, 
pointed out, many of the 
faculty members who run one 
program, such as Africana 
Studies, also run multiple 
others. With the new Williams 
Hall these departments will be 
centralized. 





Architects hope that the new 
Williams Hall will be something 
like the University Center; a 
passage from upper campus 
to lower. Outside there will 
be a terrace where students 
can hang out or study, and on 
the second floor there will be 
an atrium with a coffee shop 
and several televisions set to 
different news programs from 
around the world. Williams 
Hall will be a place for all 
students, not just those 
interested in studying 
globalization.

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A CONVERSATION WITH 
PROFESSOR TERRY HART 


Professor Hart, one of Lehigh's most distinguished alumni (68) and faculty members, sat 
down for an interview with me to talk about his time at Lehigh and his impressive 
career. As a former NASA astronaut, fighter pilot in the US. Air Force during the 
Vietnam war, designer at Bell Labs and President of Loral Skynet, Professor Hart has 
many stories to tell, but what is printed below only scratches the surface of all he has 
to share. His success, connection with Lehigh, anecdotes, and passion for teaching and 
technology makes him one of Lehigh's most beloved professors. 


Q: Why did you choose Lehigh? 


A: | grew up in the South Hills of 
Pittsburgh and graduated from Mount 
Lebanon High School. A couple friends 
that were a year or two ahead of me 
had chosen Lehigh and got me 
interested. They were good friends on a 
technical track, and | was interested in 
engineering. Lehigh was known 
particularly as an engineering school in 
that era of the ‘60s and before, even 
though all three colleges were quite 
good. 


Q: How was Lehigh different when you 
were a student versus now? 


A: Lehigh was quite different: it was all 
guys back then. The campus was smaller: 
it didn't go into South Bethlehem as 
much. Whitaker Lab was there, but that 
was the farthest it went. It was pretty 
much dominated by the engineering 
college; nearly two-thirds of the freshmen 
class went into engineering. When Lehigh 
decided to go co-ed in 197], the three 
colleges were rebalanced to be all 
about the same size, which has made it 
an even stronger university. 


It was a great time though, especially 
with music in the '6Os. We used to have 
concerts every semester in Grace Halll. 
While | was here we had Simon and 
Garfunkel, Bob Dylan, Peter, Paul and 
Mary, the Four Tops, Little Anthony and 
the Imperials, and Smokey Robinson. It 
was a wonderful four years for me, but 
at the same time there were a lot of 
unpleasant things going on in the country, 
such as the Vietnam war, violence 
around the civil rights efforts, and the 
assassinations of Martin Luther King and 
Bobby Kennedy the year | graduated... 
And then we capped off the ‘60s by 
landing on the Moon! 


| was the president of Delta Upsilon 
when | was a student. It was the last 
year we lived in the original DU house, 


which was built in IPO5. The house here 


today was built when | was a senior. The

old house even had a coal-burning 
furnace. It was a lot of fun for an old 
fraternity house and | still see many of 
my fraternity brothers for Lafayette 
weekend parties, wrestling matches, and 
lots of other occasions. 


We had thirty fraternities on campus in 
the ‘60s. Soccer fields were on top of 
the mountain and the Taylor Football 
Stadium was where Rauch is now, but no 
athletic fields in Saucon yet. lacocca Halll 
was originally Bethlehem Steel's research 
lab, built in 1960 when the company 
was prospering. In fact, our mechanical 
engineering department was very 
collaborative with the steel companies at 
that time. It did world-class research in 
areas such as fatigue crack propagation 
and stress-corrosion of metals. My 
undergraduate research project was 
testing sample fatigue crack specimens 
for US. Steel and that led to a summer 
job in Pittsburgh after my junior year. 


Q: What did you do after you 
graduated from Lehigh? 


A: | hired on with Bell Laboratories in 
New Jersey, but that was during the 
Vietnam war. | decided to enlist in the 
Air Force and took a four-year leave of 
absence from Bell Labs to become a 
pilot. When | came back to Bell Labs 
atter the war | continued to fly on 
weekends with the Air National Guard 
in Atlantic City, and continued flying with 
the Guard for another seventeen years. | 
really had two careers going on 
simultaneously, as an engineer at Bell 
Labs during the week and a fighter pilot 
on the weekends. 


Q: What did you do at Bell Labs? 


A: | was a designer of electronic power 
equipment and did both electrical and 
mechanical design work early in my 
career, then | went to NASA. 


Q: How did you become an astronaut 
and can you tell me a little about your 


time at NASA? 


A: | had applied to NASA on a whim 
when they had announced they would 
select the first new group of astronauts 
since the Apollo program to fly the 
space shuttle, not thinking they would 
really pick me. | had an unusual 
intersection of qualifications between my 
flying and my engineering background. 
NASA also loved Bell Laboratories and 
all the work they did on the Apollo 
program. 


We were the first group to fly the space 
shuttle. The Apollo astronauts were stil 
there and they were going to fly the first 
five or six missions of the shuttle. | 
worked in Mission Control during that 
time while we were training. | was the 
CAPCOM for the first three space 
shuttle launches, talking on the radio 
during lift off and all. Right after that | 
flew my mission where we did the first 
repair of a satellite. | was in space 
almost exactly a week. After six years 
with NASA, | went back to Bell 


Laboratories. 


@: | know there must be many, but can 


you tell me one of your favorite stories 
from your time at NASA? 


A: It was an interesting time, being part 
of a new program. On the second 
mission, after we launched, President 
Reagan came into Mission Control, just a 
few months after he was shot, and | got 
to give him my seat and show him how 
to use the radios and talk to the crew. 


Q: What did you do with Bell Labs after 
leaving NASA?

A: | did several things, but | was the 
head of engineering for the satellite 
division. Then | had my chance to be a 
little bit of a businessperson. AT&T 
decided to sell its satellite division and | 
went with it as the president. | did that 
for seven years and helped grow the 
business by a factor of about ten to a 
$500 million business with satellites all 
around the world. Then | retired and 
came back to Lehigh to start a new 
career in teaching. 


Q: What made you decide to come 
back to Lehigh and teach? 


A: | started thinking about it twenty or 


industry, but I'm not the kind of person 
who would go to Florida or something, 
even though | love my golf. | love 
technology and being around young 
people, so teaching seemed like 
something | would enjoy very much, and | 
have. 


This is my eighth year teaching, which is 
actually the longest I've ever done one 
thing in my career. | teach mechanical 
engineering and aerospace classes. My 
favorite class is the introductory 
aerospace course | teach where | get to 
do a little bit of everything, such as 
aerodynamics, control systems, propulsion, 
structures, etc. 


Q: What is your favorite part of being a 
professor now? 


A: |'m a techno-nerd, | guess; | like 
technology and young people and 
explaining things in a way to get my 
students excited about learning. It's my 
seventh career if | count all the different 
things I've done, and it's been one of the 
most enjoyable. Lehigh is a wonderful 
school and everything | learned when | 
was a student here served me very well 
during my career. | had a lot of luck 
being in the right place at the right time, 
but | also had a lot of preparation from 
Lehigh to do all these interesting things.

Teams of students from a variety of Lehigh's 
numerous engineering clubs and organizations 
faced off in a series of challenges this year at 
Engineering Day. This event had been absent 
from Lehigh's campus for several years until its 
revival this year on April 18, 2015. It was 
brought back by Tau Beta Pi with the assistance 
of twelve other engineering organizations. The 
event completely overtook the Front Lawn, 
where the sun shone bright and temperatures 
reached 80°F, making it by far the warmest day 
of the semester up to that point. 





The day's activities kicked off at noon when the 
sixteen teams, each comprised of about five 
students representing their respective engineering 
organization, were divided up among the five 
various competitions. The competitions were 
designed to test each team's application of 
engineering principles, creativity and teamwork. 
SHPE and NSBE sponsored and ran the egg 
drop competition, during which the participating 
teams were provided with an assortment of 
rudimentary materials including paper cups, 
rubber bands and marshmallows, and then

tasked with creating a structure able to protect 
a raw egg from breaking when dropped from 
increasingly greater heights. Another competition 
that created quite a spectacle on the lawn was 
lite-sized Jenga. This activity was ran by Tau 
Beta Pi and consisted of stacks of large 
rectangular weighted cardboard boxes that 
teams had to remove from the tower and place 
on top as fast as they could without jeopardizing 
the integrity of the structure. The water filtration 
challenge was added to the day's activities by 
AAEES and EWB. It involved the removal of 
particulate solids from creek water by running 
the water through a filter that the teams 
constructed using basic materials with varying 
porosity. The filtered water was then tested 
using a spectrometer which measured the 
amount of particulate matter left in the solution. 
Arguably one of the more difficult tasks of 
Engineering Day was B2P and CREATE's 
spaghetti tower challenge. Teams had to 
construct not only the tallest tower using the least 
amount of uncooked spaghetti and marshmallows 
but also had to come up with a creative design 
in order to do so. The last of the competitions 
also required a creative flare. This was AOE's 
task of creating a Rude Goldberg machine out 
of recyclable material that consisted of at least 
five distinguishable stages. The competitors did 
not disappoint with their intricate designs of 
mazes and tunnels that transported a ping-pong 
ball from one point to another. 





The day's activities concluded in Packard 10] 
with a panel of six engineers with established 
careers. The panelists shared their wisdom and 
experiences in their respective fields of 
engineering and the students asked questions to 
better prepare themselves for life after Lehigh. A 
trophy was then awarded to the AIAA tear 
who had accumulated the highest score from 
competing throughout the day. Being a great 
success, it is likely that Engineering Day will live 
on at Lehigh for years to come. 
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The Importance of Economics & Good Protessors 





Four years ago in the fall of 201] one of the most 
hotly debated topics among CBE freshmen was 
who is a better Principles of Economics professor, 
Gunter or Hyclak? Although this is an annual 
debate and may never be settled, | did a little 
extra research on both professors. 


Professor Hyclak joined the economics department 
in 1979. He was chair of the department from 
1999-2005 and served as the interim dean of 
the College of Business and Economics from 
2005-2007 and again from 2013-2014. His 
primary research interests include: determinants of 
wages, spatial factors in urban crime, and 
unemployment and job growth in urban and 
regional labor markets. Students remember him 
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Weighing in on Professors Frank Gunter and Thomas Hyclak 


for his tough multiple choice tests and ability to 
explain the material well. Allison Lotito, ‘IS, said, 
“He humored the class with his stories and 


examples and made learning Econ fun!” Kit Landry, 


‘15, added, “| remember him being a tough 
professor, but it was a great introduction class 
and he was a smart guy.” 


With many years at Lehigh, Professor Hyclak 
commented on some notable experiences he has 
had teaching the class, “Perhaps the most notable 
experience is that every year about a half dozen 
students from Eco | decide to major in economics 
partly as a result of their experience in this class. 
It's rewarding to see good students attracted by 
my discipline and to know my efforts in the 
classroom helped bring that about.” Additionally, 
“Another notable phenomenon that has begun to 
happen quite regularly is to have sons and 
daughters of former students in my classes. It is 
nice to know their parents arent warning them to 
stay away from my course!” 


Professor Frank Gunter has received three major 
awards and multiple minor awards for excellence 
in teaching economics. Some of his research 
interests include: the political economy of Iraq, 
entrepreneurship, and economic development 
during conflict. Professor Gunter also helped to 
start the Lehigh in China program. He has led 
student groups to the People's Republic of China 
ona five week course on the countrys economy 
and business environment. Students remember him 
as making economics interesting. Erica Machi, ‘15, 
said, “He would tell funny stories in class which 
kept us wanting to listen more and more. He is a 


very smart professor.” Julia Machi, '15, 
remembered, “He was a great guy. Even in big 
lectures he always knows his students.” 


Professor Hyclak also concluded with why 
Principles of Economics is such an important course 
to teach, “This is a critical course that all students 
should take because economic issues permeate 
most political, business and social events of the 
day and because the study of economics provides 
a useful way of thinking about issues and making 
decisions. So | was attracted by the opportunity 
to help all students - not just eco or business 
majors - begin to learn this important subject.” 
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GLOBAL CITIZENSHIP 


The Global Citizenship Program, a 
multidisciplinary program at Lehigh, 
challenges students to step outside of 
what they know and experience new 
places and cultures. Emphasizing more 
than just global-based academic 
courses, the program requires travel to 
complete the curriculum. 


The curriculum focuses on various areas, 
which allows students from all majors to 
participate and relate it to their own 
studies. No matter the area that the 
focus is on, they are all related back to 
the theme of “global citizenship.” 


Travel is, understandably, a large part 
of the program. This past winter break 
the sophomore Global Citizenship 
(GC) students traveled to Cambodia. 
In 2014 students traveled to India, and 
in 2013, Malaysia. During the 
two-week trip, different cultural and 
academic activities were organized for 
the students to partake in. Every night 
the students then talked about 
everything they saw and experienced 
that day. “Everything we did would 


have been so much less appreciated if 
we hadn't discussed every night and 
shared perspectives and debated,” 
Jenna Pastorini, 17, said. “We were a 
very open group; you have to be with 
the kind of stuff we cover. We have a 
knack for getting into heated 
arguments but those are the best 
because they push us beyond our 
comfort zones.” 


In addition to the sophomore year 
winter break trip, GC students must 
also study abroad on their own to help 
them become even more globally 
aware. 


There are many opportunities for these 
students to become involved in the 
world when still on campus, through 
leadership positions in the GC Student 
Committee or through events outside 
the program, such as with the Global 
Union. “A lot of GC is about taking 
initiative and challenging yourself and 
challenging each other. It's definitely a 
needed breath of fresh air from the 
typical Lehigh curriculum,” Pastorini said. 
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MOUTAINTOP EXPERIENCE 


In the summer of 2014, students working in 
about thirty small, interdisciplinary groups 
met daily at Lehigh, but not on the campus 
one might expect. These ambitious and 
creative students were part of the 
Mountaintop Experience pilot program, an 
experimental program seeking to utilize the 
Homer Research Laboratory building 
acquired from Bethlehem Steel on 
Mountaintop Campus in an inventive and 
fresh manner. Faculty-developed syllabuses 
and exams were not something that one 
would find within this facility; instead one 
would see an open, collaborative space 
with hands-on projects throughout it. 
Students worked on projects ranging from 
human exoskeletons to aquaponics to 
“smart spaces”. 


On such project was named SUSAN, a 
compost-monitoring robot formally, 
“Sustainability Using Sensors Arduino 
Network"). The group that developed 
SUSAN consisted of a rich blend of 
environmental engineering and computer 
science majors as the project goal sought to 
merge the two into a tool which would 
address a gap in existing composting 
techniques. When the summer ended and 
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the fall began, SUSAN was not neglected 
but rather given new life through Lehighs 
Engineers Without Borders [EVWB), a student 
organization committed to international 
and local sustainable development projects. 
SUSAN continued as a project through 
EWB for the duration of the academic 
year, and the concept was ultimately 
implemented when the first complete 
SUSAN prototype was constructed in the 
spring semester, bringing a year's 
out-of-classroom development to blossom. 


The Mountaintop Project radically rethinks 
how students work on projects as 
participants are incredibly self-guided and 
must demonstrate the creativity and 
innovative thinking that Lehigh 
undergraduates are famous for. The 
open-ended program is just the beginning 
of a new mindset in higher education 
philosophy, and it demonstrates the 
imagination and ingenuity of students given 
the proper resources. SUSAN, for example, 
is evidence of Lehigh students’ ambition and 
ability to turn a rough proposal into a 
tangible product. As a successful pilot 
program, more /V\ountaintop projects are 
underway for the 2015 summer.

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Mountain Hawks victorious in last 
home game of the season 


On a sunny yet very chilly Saturday with 
4736 people in attendance, the Lehigh 
football team defeated Colgate 30-27 in 
their last home game of the season. This 
victory marked their first home win of the 
year and improved their record to 2-3 in 
the Patriot League and 3-7 overall. It was 
also their final game before the highly 
anticipated Lehigh-Lafayette game played 
at Yankee Stadium. 


In what many thought would be another 
loss, Lehigh surprised everyone by pulling 
out to a |7-point lead by the end of the 
third quarter. Despite Colgate's quick rally 
with two touchdowns, they missed a field 
goal, and Lehigh's Laquan Lambert, '16, 
intercepted a pass with 24 seconds left in 
the game. 


“In this game we were able to focus for 
four quarters, and really have the 
momentum in our favor for most of the 
game. Our offense was able to sustain 


long drives that ended with points. Also, 
our ability to remain calm when Colgate 
started to come back is what really 
helped secure the win. The defense really 
stepped up when we needed them to, 
and played a very sound game as well,” 
said wide receiver Josh Parris, '15. Parris 
contributed to Lehigh's energy with six 
receptions for 84 yards. 


Lehigh recorded a season high of three 
sacks. While on offense, quarterback Nick 
Shatnisky, 'I7, completed 19 of 22 passes 
for a total of 204 yards. He also passed 
for a touchdown and had no interceptions. 
Ryan Pandy, 'l7, made three field goals 
throughout the game, one of which was 
his career high of 42 yards. 


Parris commented on the fact that going 
into the Lehigh-Lafayette game, “this win is 
a huge factor...it has given us a boost of 
confidence.” 





150th Rivalry Game 


On Saturday, November 22, 2014, Lehigh 
and Lafayette took the field for the 1SOth 
time in a sellout game with 48,256 in 
attendance; however, they did not play on 
anormal football field, but rather a 
baseball field. To commemorate this 
special occasion, the game was played at 
Yankee Stadium. The field was not the 
only change. Lehigh sported special 
uniforms which consisted of a white jersey 
with brown pinstripes and brown pants. 
More importantly, the team wore 
throwback helmets that were white with 
“LEFIGH" written in brown letters. These 
helmets were worn by Lehigh 1977 
championship team. 


This event, nevertheless, was not marked 
by the venue or the uniforms, but by the 


traditional atmosphere accompanying the 
rivalry. The increase in amount of people 
and size of the stadium only increased the 
intensity of the rivalry. “The atmosphere 
was unlike anything | have ever 
experienced in my lite. Just looking up 
seeing all the screaming fans made us feel 
like we were in the NFL. It was electric in 
both the locker room and on the field,” 


commented Rich Sodeke, '15. 


In addition to Lehigh and Lafayette 
students, the stadium was populated by 
families of students and many alumni who 
were there to cheer on their team. 
Sodeke stated that during the week the 
team met many alumni, and it showed the 
players “how much Lehigh and this rivalry 
meant to them.” 
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Lehigh pulls off comeback 


The Lehigh men's soccer team earned an 
exciting 2-1 comeback victory against Patriot 
League rival Bucknell on October 4th. 


Bucknell came out strong and gave themselves 
a |-O lead just four minutes into the game. They 
continued to keep the pressure up by 
attempting four shots on goal between the 4th 
and 13th minutes of the game, but Lehigh's 
goalkeeper Ciaran Nugent, '15, stepped up to 
save two of the attempts and the others flew 
wide of the net. Nugent recorded an 
impressive total of five saves in the game. 


The I-O score held throughout the remainder of 
the first half as the Mountain Hawks shot eight 
times on goal in the first 45 minutes but were 
unable to convert. In the second half, however, 
Doyle Tuvesson, '18, evened the score at | for

On the men's side, several athletes posted

postseason competition with their efforts on a 
snowy Saturday afternoon.

After losing to Patriot 
League competitor Colgate University three 
days before, the team felt the urgency to 
win, even though Princeton isn't in the league. 
At this point their Patriot League standing 
was in question, and the team needed a win 
to bring back their confidence. According to 
sophomore Lilly Shields, the team manager, 
this game against Princeton did just that. “The 
way the season had played out thus far 
before Princeton) wasn't what we expected” 
Shields commented. “But this huge win really 
brought our confidence back up, especially 
with Princeton being a Top 20 team.” 


The offense on both teams controlled the 
game, with such a high score for each side. 
Dan Taylor, '15, had two goals and four 
assists, and Alex Eaton, 'l6, Reid Weber, ‘16, 
Pat Corbett, ‘15, and Kurt Kaunas, 15, all had 
hat tricks.

The Lehigh women's golf team finished second 
at this year's Patriot League Championship. 
The Mountain Hawks got out to a strong 
start and finished second after the first day of 
competition, and they held onto second place 
through the end of the tournament. 


On Saturday, April 18th, the Mountain 
Hawks played their first two rounds of the 
Championship and shot 319 and 31] 
collectively to place them ahead of third 
place Richmond by 18 strokes but trailing first 
place Boston University by 18 strokes. In the 
final round on Sunday, April 19th, the 
Mountain Hawks had their finest showing of 
the weekend by shooting 309 to secure their 
status as the tournament's runners-up. 


“Patriots was probably our strongest 
performance as a team this season,” said 
captain Kelly Moylan, 15. “We improved as 
a team every round of the tournament, so 
short of winning | think it was all we as a 
team wanted to accomplish.” 


The weekend's performances also led to some 
significant individual A\lll-Patriot League honors. 
Alyssa Scheyd, 15, finished third among all 
competitors by shooting a 231 over the 
weekend's three rounds, which earned her 
First Team All-Patriot League honors. First 
Team All-Patriot League distinction was also 
awarded to Nicole Feierberg, ‘16, who 
finished fourth in the tournament with a score 
of 234. Moylan captured Second Team 
All-Patriot League honors with a sixth place 


finish by shooting a 236.

Strong showing in Patriot League 


The Lehigh womens tennis team solidified itself as 
the best team in recent history of the program 
when it beat Loyola University Maryland on 
April 24th in the Patriot League Tournament 
quarterfinals. The Mountain Hawks swept the 
Greyhounds 4-O playing the clinch-clinch format 
in which all other individual matches stop once 
the match is won. The victory marked the first 
time the Mountain Hawks advanced to the 
Patriot League Tournament semifinals since 2009 
and gave the team its best overall record since 


2004. 





In doubles play, Abby Farrell, 15, and Cassidy 
Cruz, 17, got momentum rolling for the Mountain 
Hawks with an 8-O victory at number two 
doubles. Jamie Campisi, 17, and Christina 
Auyeung, 18, proceeded to win at number one 
doubles 8-2 to clinch the doubles point and give 
the Mountain Hawks a I-O lead heading into 
singles. 


Auyeung quickly defeated her Greyhound 
opponent at the first singles flight with an 
dominant 6-O, 6-O score to put the Mountain 
Hawks 2-O. Breezy Maravich, '18, then 
increased the Mountain Hawks lead to 3-O with 
a 6-3, 6-1 victory in the fourth singles flight 
before Cruz clinched the match and the semifinal 
berth with a 6-4, 6-2 win at the number two 
flight. 


“Loyola is a very strong team so this was an 
impressive, huge win for us,” said Cruz. “It really 
proves to ourselves and the rest of the league 
how far Lehigh womens tennis has progressed 
this year.” 
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Lehigh leaves 
Lafayette behind in 
annual River Cup 


In their annual match-up with Latayette at the 
River Cup in Allentown the women's rowing 
team took home a victory in every race against 
their rivals, winning four different races in all. 
Each boat raced in two “best of three” series, 
with the Mountain Hawks sweeping each 
contest 2-O. Each race was marked out at IOOO 
meters, which is half the normal distance of a 
collegiate race. The shortening of the race was 
necessary due to construction on the course. 


In the first match-up the women's varsity four 
finished with a 4:18.22 time, nearly three seconds 
better than the Lafayette boat. In the second of 
the possible three races, the varsity four sealed 
the victory with a 4:39.05 time and an II 
second margin of victory. 


The second match-up of women's boats consisted 
of the novice fours. Lehigh once again swept the 
Leopards to seal the victory. In the first race 
Lehigh posted a time of 4:49.30, which 
demolished the time posted by Lafayette, who 
took more than five minutes. In the second race 
Lehigh finished in 4:59.46. This time was a full 12 


seconds better than their rivals. 


Also that day, the men's team took home three 
of four match-ups. The team won the men's 
varsity four and all of the novice races.

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~ WOMENS ULTIMATE FRISBEE 


This year concluded Lehigh Women's 
Ultimate Frisbee team's fifth year since its 
founding. The team, Lehigh Gravity, was 
founded in the fall of 2010 and has 
seen consistent growth since, both for 
individual team members, as well as for 
the team as a whole. This year, the 

team continued to practice alongside 
Lehighs two men's teams and exceed 
expectations at tournaments in the fall 
and spring seasons. The women traveled 
to competitions in the local area to play 
against some of the region's top teams. 
Team goals are to play well, and to 
keep improving, but most of all to have 
fun. There has never been a dull moment 
for this close-knit and talented group of 
members, and the 2014-15 season was 
no exception. 


This year's freshman class is one of the biggest 
Lehigh has ever had with 1,300 students. With 
this many students the housing process becomes 
competitive, especially because all first- and 
second-year students are required to live on 
campus. This year there were still 72 students on 
the placement list waiting to see where they 
would be housed after the lottery was over. 
There was speculation among the freshman class 
about where they would be living and if they 
would have to live with the incoming first-years. 
Residential Services guaranteed this would not 
be the case. The housing at Lehigh is a 
complicated puzzle that must be solved by Res. 
Services, more specifically Christina D'Aversa, 
Associate Director of Residential Services. 


On March 23rd the rising sophomores were 
assigned their lottery numbers at random, and 
these numbers were posted on a list for the 
participants to see. Madison Cannon received 
the first lottery number and shared her 
experience, “people on my floor who | wasn't 
really close with knocked on my door asking if | 
had roommates for next year on the day | got 
my number. One person even emailed me and 
said ‘hate you nice number’.” 
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With tensions high in the Class of 2018, the 
process proved to be a survival of the fittest 
experience. In reality, 52 spaces have already 
opened up for people without housing. People 
on the placement list are guaranteed housing, 
and if there is not enough room there will have 
to be forced doubles for the incoming class. 
Sophomores are never placed in forced living 
situations; this only occurs for the freshman class. 
Additionally, fewer junior and senior students 
chose to participate in Live Lehigh Communities. 
With this decline it allowed more rising 
sophomores the opportunity to take advantage 
of this type of housing. Generally, forty percent 
of each grade is involved in Greek life, which 
means that they do not partake in the housing 
lottery. It is even possible for people on the 


waiting list to be put with their friends in the end. 


D’Aversa said that “it's a big, fun puzzle” to put 
all of the rooms together. The placement list 
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people get first choice on rooms that open up 
but there is still hope for people on the waiting 
list who are unhappy with their current situation. 


When the rising sophomores got their lottery 
number many people panicked and contacted 
residential services for a petition to live off 
campus. The requirements for a sophomore to 
live off campus are as follows: the student is 
twenty-two or older, the student is dependent, 
the student is married, or the student lives thirty 
miles or less from Lehigh. |t is very rare for the 
petition to be accepted. In the last fourteen 
years it has only been accepted one time for a 
reason that is not listed above. 


Residential Services is well prepared for any 
situation and has special areas known as “flex 
space” which are designated areas for the 
overflow of students. Thornburg is a “flex space” 
and has housed upperclassman since 2007 until 
this year. Taylor is traditionally used for 
second-year housing but this year Lehigh had a 
very large number of second semester admits. 
Transfer students used to be admitted both 
semesters, but now can only start at Lehigh in the 
fall. This phenomenon allowed room for a large 
number of second semester admits. These 
students were put in freshman vacancies, Drinker 
and Taylor. The housing lottery is a complicated 
process, which involves a lot of work, but 
residential services has the ability to 
accommodate those in need.

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UPDATE: GREEK LIFE 2014-2015 


This academic year the Greek system went 
through a lot of changes in the hopes of 
realigning their focus on the most important 
aspects of what it means to be Greek. 





Kappa Delta sorority moved into Delta 
Gamme's old house in the beginning of the 
semester. The house was redone for the girls 
who would be living there. Shelves in the 
common room are now decorated with 
Kappa Delta picture trames and artwork. The 
kitchen now serves the KD girls who are 
excited to have their own place on the Hill 


Lambda Chi Alpha received a “bronze” 
rating during the Accreditation process in 
2013 and “unacceptable” in 2014. Since they 
received these ratings and were also put on 
Disciplinary Deferred Dissolution and 
Disciplinary Probation on March 14, 2014, 
they lost chapter recognition and university 
group housing in the spring of 2014. Their 
house at the top of the Hill was used as 
general student housing for this academic 
year, however, next year their house will go 
to the Phi Delta Theta fraternity. 








Going into the school year the OFSA 
announced that it would be recognizing a 
Jewish fraternity as part of the Interfraternity 
Couneil (IFC). During the fall semester three 
organizations were selected to present to a 
committee of students, faculty and alumni. The 


three organizations selected were Alpha 
Epsilon Pi, Sigma Aloha Mu and Zeta Beta 
Tau. Alll three hopeful organizations presented 
in November. In January, Aloha Epsilon Pi, or 
AEPi, was admitted into the IFC as a 
provisional colony. 


Delta Phi fraternity was placed on Deferred 
Dissolution atter a conference held on 
January 27th. The punishment was a result of 
charges about a degrading message sent in 
the Fall 2014 semester. They were found 
responsible for harassment, encouraging 
others, and unauthorized consumption, 
distribution or possession. Later in the semester 
Delta Phi was dissolved, effective February 
21, 2015 through February 21, 2019. 
According to the Lehigh Greek blog, “The 
allegations include coerced consumption of 
alcohol, lineups, servitude, and restrictions on 
sleep, contact, and behavior as well as 
degrading actions taken towards new 
members.”

values-based recruitment, the Panhellenic 
Council and Interfraternity Council made 
signiticant changes to the recruitment process. 
IFC focused on creating conversations and 
worked toward exposing the misconceptions 
about Greek culture at Lehigh. Sorority 
recruitment experienced large budget cuts, a 
reduction in the length of recruitment (from 
five to four days}, and hosted the first round 
in academic buildings around campus. IFC 
and Panhel used 5xlO seminars to explain 
these changes to potential new members and 
educate them about the Greek system here 
at Lehigh. Panhellenic President Riley Barry 
notes, “This year both the IFC and Panhel 
made significant changes to our recruitment 
processes. For IFC, the process becarne more 
structured, encouraged men to get to know 
all the chapters, and required chapters to put 
on meaningful and productive events to 
recruit new members. For Panhel, recruitment 
became a no frills process and each round 
was redesigned in line with blUeprint to be 
more values-based. A\ll in all both IFC and 
Panhel fee! that they made great progress to 
improve the recruitment process!” 





Although the changes made this year are 
drastic, IFC, Panhel and the Office of 
Fraternity and Sorority Affairs hope they will 
place greater emphasis on the values Greek 
chapters strive to uphold.
